There ig a niece quiet, pic- 
turvesque tract of wonded 
land, approximately 100 
ucres, alonsside Old Union 
Mill road, Route 659, in Fair- 
fax County, Va. ‘The location 
is about one mile and a half 
south of U, 8, Route 29-211 
atid about 21 miles from 
Washington. 


This site ts one of the few 
remaining Civil War forts tn 
the Washington aren, Like a 
fllent sentinel the old forti- 
featlons meander along from 
the horth southward across 
the wooded landscape! and 
about 125 feet west of the 
Unton Mill road.

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Description of Pine Hills 


Smith (1933) has described the geology and geomorphology of Pine Hills, 
and presents a topographic map of the areas Pine Hills lies within the glacial 
boundary in west central Indiana, occurring in the Till Plains Section of the 
Central Lowland Province. The physiographically most striking features of the 
region are the deeply entrenched meanders with nearly vertical walls of two 
tributaries of Sugar Cresk.e In referring to the sharp ridges, or "backbones", 
thus produced, Smith says, "Without oxaggcration, they may be considered as ths 
most remarkable examples of incised meanders in the eastern United States. In 
fact, although thoy are excecded in magnitude by such foatures in the Rockies, 
none exceeds thom in perfection and in interest." The cause of moanders in 
such youthful topography Smith attributes to the peculiar effects of weathering 
and erosion in the Bordon formation, this being especially susceptible to 
undercutting. All the bedrock exposed at Pine Fills is referred to this format= 
ion, and is composed mostly of shaly sendstones, only a smell portion of which 
is Foasiliforous. Owing to crosion glacial drirt 15 thin to absent in the vic-

the meandering streems, where they heve cut wider velleys; second terraces or 
still older flood plains now occupied by dense stands of deciduous forest trees; 
upland plateeus into which the canyons have been cut; Pinus-Tsuga slopes; 
trensition areas between the preceding two; Tsuge-covered canyon wells; Pinus- 
Tsuga groves, an eseocietions on north-facing canyon wells where the angie 
approximetss 45 dogress A vegotation map and quentitative data are presented 
in this publication. 1c authors conclude thet Acer seccharum is the "climatic 
climex" of this region, Fagus being greatly reduced compared to tho areca cf 
Indiena to the onst. Tsuga canadensis, here at the western margin of its range 
in the contrel stetes, and Pinus strcbus ars considered as relicts of » changing 
postglacial climats by those authors. Both these speciss cccupy dricr sites 
than the adjecont Acer-Fegus forest, ac sucgested by soil moisture end evaporation 
studies in certain other Tsuga-Pinus sites in Indiana. Soil pH studies indicate 
a decidedly more acid condition under the Tsuga stands than in adjacent decid- 
uous forest (Fotzger and Friesner 1936). The area has doubtless been selectively 
lumbered in the past, and in fact, one of the backbones ("Nill-—-Cut Backbone") 
was excavated | in the 1850's to operate a small woolen mill for a 
few years m th + of water through the cut.
